PARIS, Oct. 25. — In a note 
handed to the Reparations Commis- 
sion, Germany has laid on the com- 
mission the onus of the next move in 
the Ruhr tangle. 

It seems likely, however, that the 
commission will decline the respon- 
sibility and will shift the burden of 
decision to the Allied Governments. 
In. substance the Rech, in its note 
yesterday. repeated its assertions 
that with the best will in the world 
it is unable to resume.deliveries in 
kind until the economic and finan- 
cial situation improves. 

The note @eclares *hat the Ger- 
man Government, having declared 
an end to passive resistance, is rendy 
in principle to tesume deliveries in 
kind and otherwiee to fulfill its obli- 
gations under the Versailles treaty. 
but as & result of changed economic 
conditions Germany is deprived oi 
the possiLility of raising at present 
the necessary funds to finance then. 

It afgues that the occupation of 
the Ruhr and severance of the 
Rhineland territories from the rest 
of Germany have produced a radical 
modification of the resources and 
capacity of the German nation. 

Wants Resources Examined. 

The German Government -conse- 
quently requests the commission to 
institute an examination of such re- 
sources and capacity and tod allow 
the German Government to submit 
full particulars of the situation, in- 
cluding details of the measures tak- 
en by the Reich with a view to re- 
forming the budget and obtaining 
stabilization of German currency. 

Germany also begs opportunity to 
submit written observations on. the 
Belgian technical reparations sug- 
gestions, together with verha! ex- 
planations of the proposals in behalf 
of Germany. ; 

Rejection of Poincare Expecicd.' 

It is believed the British and ital- 
ian delegates will support Premier 
Poincare’s almost certain 4decisiun to 
send a refusal of Germany’s request 
—although for reasons different 
from the French Premier's. 

M. Poincare all along has insisted 
that Germany must not obtain a 
hearing from the reparation commis- 
sion until she has ceased passive re- 
sistance and he holds the resistance 
only ceases with resumptian of de- 
liveries in kind. Britain and Italy it 
is understood, consider the question 
one of policy and their delegates will 
probably decide that the ettlement 
must be left to their Governments.

Cornwell's real estate company 
deposited between $18,000 and $20,- 
000 the last five days the bank was 
open. 

Cornwell testified on cross-exami- 
nation that Hohenschild's reputa- 
tion for honesty ‘was very high.” 

Wilmer L. Kingston of 3955 Maf- 
fitt avenue, St. Louis, head teller, tes- 
tified that, notwithstanding the book 
shawing of more than $700,000 of 
cash on hand in December, 1921, the 
bank actually did not have sufficient 
funds to do business and it was nec- 
cesary to make frequent trips to the 
Ameérican Trust Co. to get cash.
